IN PUBLIC HEALTH HAS BEEN THE NEED FOR MEDICAL”

IN A RECENT NATIONAL HEALTH SURVEY CON-

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. LAST FIFTY YEARS 
АМО MORE, THIS CITY HAS MAINTAINED А FREE DIS- 
PENSARY WITH A STAFF OF DISTRICT PHYSICIANS FOR 
VISITING THE BED-RIODEN POOR. THE COST OF THIS 
SERVICE WAS BORNE BY THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT AND 
ITS SUPERVISION BY MEANS OF A DISPENSARY MEDI~ 
CAL BOARD COOPERATING WITH THE HEALTH OFFICER. 


THE MEDICAL SERVICES ARE MAINTAINED FOR 
FAMILIES UPON RELIEF ROLLS AND FOR FAMILIES WHO 
BY REASON OF LOW WAGES ARE UNABLE TO PAY FOR 
MEDICAL, SURGICAL OR HOSPITAL CARE.

THE CURTAILMENT OF FAMILY INCOMES AND THE 
GREATLY INCREASED NUMBER OF INDIGENT POOR HAS

THE ABOVE TOTAL AMOUNT, OF COURSE, DOES 
NOT INCLUDE THE COST OF FREE MEDICAL AND SURGI- 
CAL CARE RENDERED BY THE PRIVATE HOSPITALS AND 
DOCTORS OF THE CITY. THE COMBINED TAX PAID 
MEDICAL BILL AMOUNTS TO 5 2/3% OF THE COMBINED 
CITY OPERATING EXPENSE FOR ALL PURPOSES, AND A 
PER CAPITA COST OF $3.66 FOR ALL THE RESIDENTS 
OF NEWARK, THERE ARE UNDOUBTEDLY MANY OTHER 
ITEMS FOR MEDICAL CARE DIFFICULT TO СОМ“ 
PILE. FOR INSTANCE, PUBLIC SCHOOL DENTAL:

FROM THAT ОАТЕ UNTIL APRIL 16, 
1936, THIS MEDICAL SERVICE FOR ACTUAL RELIEF

ADMINISTRATION (ERA) WITH A LOCAL STAFF UNIT 
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SET-UP, ALL APPLICANTS FOR MEDICAL RELIEF

AVERAGE 50Z, THIS SERVICE DOES NOT ALLOW ANY 
CHOICE OF PHYSICIAN AND THE QUALITY OF SERVICE 
RENDEREO MAY TENO TO DETERIORATE. WITH VERY 

FEW EXCEPTIONS THE REACTIONS TO A PAID SALARY

PNEUMONIA HAS ALWAYS TAKEN A HUGE TOLL OF 
USEFUL LIVES IN OUR CITIES DURING THE WINTER 
AND EARLY SPRING MONTHS. ACCORDING TO THE 
FIGURES GATHERED BY THE U, S, PUBLIC HEALTH 
SERVICE, IN EVERY YEAR, [00,000 LIVES ARE LOST 
DUE TO PNEUMONIA, AS COMPARED WITH 10,000 
LIVES DUE TO SYPHILIS IN THE UNITED STATES, 


DURING 1998, 1,604 CASES OF PNEUMONIA AND 
312 DEATHS WERE REPORTED IN NEWARK, THE FATAL- 
ITIES FROM THIS CAUSE HAVE, HOWEVER, BEEN CON- 
SIDERABLY REDUCED SINCE 1916 WHEN THERE WERE 
REPORTED 761 DEATHS FROM PNEUMONIA, 


GOVERNMENT FUNDS FOR. SERUM 


А NEW APPROACH TO THE PROBLEM OF ‘REDUCING 
PNEUMONIA MORTALITY HAS BEEN OPENED UP BY THE 
RECENTLY DEVELOPED USE OF ANTI=TOXIC SERA FOR

STATE FOR THIS PURPOSE.

THAT THE DAIRY HERDS SUPPLYING SUCH MILK CONTAINED ANIMALS SICK WITH MASTITIS. 


IN A NUMBER OF INSTANCES, STREPTOCOCCI АМО PUS WAS REPORTED PRESENT BY OUR 
LABORATORY, ORDERS WERE IMMEDIATELY ISSUED TO THE MILK PLANT OPERATORS TO LOCATE THE 
DAIRY HERD OR HERDS DELIVERING THE INFECTED MILK АМО HAVE SUCH HERDS EXAMINED PROMPTLY 
BY LICENSED VETERINARIANS AND THE SICK COWS ELIMINATED FROM THE MILKING HERD. IN ONLY

LIS SPONSORED AND PROMOTED ВУ THE UNITED'STAYES. PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE AND THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH... THE PROGRAM OF PUBLIC INFORMATION ON THESE PUBLIC HEALTH ISSUES 
WAS PUSHED VIGQROUSLY THROUGH NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY, THE DISTRIBUTION OF PRINTED MATTER 
AND 31 ADDRESSES TO KEY GROUPS IN THE CITY. THE GROWING INFLUENCE OF THIS EDUCATIONAL 
PROGRAM 15 SEEN. IN THE: FACT THAT AT THE ЕМО OF THE YEAR APPROXIMATELY 6,000 PATIENTS 
WERE UNDER TREATMENT IN THE SYPHILIS CLINIC ALONE, THIS BEING AN INCREASE OF 1,000
